While summer is a great opportunity for most UBC & Vancouver residents to get out and enjoy all 
that nature has to offer, I realize that some of you may be facing the cold hard fact that you need to 
leave Vancouver in pursuit of research, classes, work, or other such opportunities. 

Student Housing & Hospitality Services operates summer and winter session housing, however, if 
you're living at Marine Drive over the summer you are undoubtedly in a Year-round contract and 
have been living here for the past 8 months or more. If you are new to Marine Drive (or UBC resi- 
dence in general) it's always a great idea to review your residence contract which can be found at: 
http://www.housirvz.ubc.ca/resiclence-contracts . One of the sections that often brings questions leading into the summer is 
the subletting clause in YRH. While you can certainly read the specific details in the residence contract, the basics are: 

1 ) You are not able to sublet (or lend out) your residence room if you are in a shared unit. If you have guests then they 
must be accompanied while in the residence building. 

2) If you are in a single occupancy unit (studio) you may be able to apply for a registered sublet by completing a form 
found at the Marine Drive front desk. 

It is important to familiarize yourself with the rules of residence and to know that the guidelines are in effect so that the resi- 
dents of Marine Drive can live in a community environment that encourages academic and personal growth. The best people 
to help fill you in on the details of the contract are your resident advisors. You may notice a new face on your floors during 
the summer as our staffing has changed and I'm pleased to welcome (and welcome back) the summer advisors for Marine 
Drive. Please take some time to introduce yourself and connect to the advisors in your building and Marine Drive community!

Check yo'self before you 
Wreck yo'self: a guide to 
etiquette at Vancouver's 
favourite nude beach.

As students living in Marine 
I Drive, we are blessed to be a few 
hundred metres away from one 
of the most famous beaches in 
Vancouver, Wreck Beach. In case 
you are unaware, this diamond in 
the rough (and great source of 
1 pride for many Vancouverites) is 
a clothing optional beach. Conveniently (and thank- 
fully), thick forest and steep slopes tuck Wreck Beach 
away from the eyes of the casual passers-by, making it 
an ideal location for bearing your buttocks. However, 
before you descend the stairs to enjoy the beach's 
sandy cove, make sure you are aware of the social eti- 
quette that is customary at a nude beach. A wonderful 
day in the sun can easily be spoiled for yourself and 
others if you are ignorant of the customs and social 
standards of a nude beach. 

Firstly, Wreck Beach is clothing-optional, 
meaning that nudity is permitted but not required. If 
you don't feel comfortable bearing all, then by all 
means don't. But be aware that some nudists that fre- 
quent Wreck Beach may be offended or made uncom- 
fortable by clothed people, especially if you have a 
staring problem. Which brings me to my second (and 
probably most important) point, don't stare, it's impo- 
lite and your eyes will hate you for it. If you just don't 
know where to put your eyes, looking where you're 
walking is a good place to start. Wearing sunglasses can 
help make you feel more comfortable if this is an issue, 
but can make others feel uncomfortable at the same 
time, so be conscious of where your eyes appear to be 
gazing. 

Most nudists at Wreck Beach are not hypersen- 
sitive to the occasional glance in their direction, but 
understand that there is a difference between looking 
and gawking. If you have a camera, you should also be 
aware that this can be perceived as highly invasive and 
you certainly need to ask the consent of anyone that 
may be captured in the photo you are taking. As a gen- 



eral rule to apply to your interactions with others at 
the beach, be friendly, but respect others' rights to 
privacy. 

In addition to nude etiquette, respect the 
natural environment at and around Wreck beach. Stay 
on the designated trails. Not only is it a safety hazard 
to wander around in the bushes, but it also damages 
the habitat. For that reason, no mountain biking is per- 
mitted anywhere in the park on ocean side of Marine 
Drive. Bring only canned beverages down to the beach 
as broken glass in bare feet tends to be slightly uncom- 
fortable. I certainly would not recommend it. As for 
any beach or park, pack out what you pack in and then 
some. 

The Wreck Beach official website encourages 
the use of earphones for music devices. This is because 
many people come to the beach to relax, sleep, or 
read. However, if you have ever been to Wreck beach, 
especially in the summer, you have probably noticed 
that many musicians flock there to jam until the sun 
goes down. I swear you can hear the bongos from the 
Commonsblock, or maybe that's just Jason Moore play- 
ing the bongos in his office between appointments. In 
my opinion, music adds to the experience and culture 
at Wreck Beach and is generally enjoyable. However, if 
silence is what you desire, steer clear from Wreck 
Beach in the summer, or you will certainly be disap- 
pointed. During the course of the summer, you will 
probably be invited to a bonfire at Wreck Beach, how- 
ever, know that camping and campfires are illegal 
there. The secluded location of Wreck Beach results in 
regulations being inconsistently enforced, especially at 
night. Just know that if you're caught, you can expect 
a fine. 

Wreck beach appeals to many and draws a di- 
verse crowd of fans to its sandy doorstep, ranging any- 
where from students and families to free-spirited indi- 
viduals. Although the beach is quite safe (especially 
with a large community of "regulars"), be aware that it 
is not uncommon for people to use drugs or alcohol at 
the beach, although it is certainly illegal. 

Admittedly, Wreck Beach can be a little 
strange at first, but once you become more familiar 
with how to use the beach, you can appreciate its 
beauty as well as the culture and atmosphere that have 
persisted there through decades.
